Five weeks into the school year, graduating students, family, friends and 
significant others congregated in the school gym to celebrate a rite of 
passage, finally graduating from North Lambton.

All of those years of hard work 
and dedication were recognized this evening, through awards and 
receiving diplomas. As the nervous, excited grads struggled to find their 
caps and gowns, the gym quickly filled with anxious observers, fixing their 
cameras, trying to get the best view possible.
